In Andover, approximately half of 
the town’s 516 teachers, including full- 
time and part-time faculty, are older than 
40, according to Candace Hall, human 


While school administrators project 
| student enrollment numbers to remain at 


maximum capacity over the next five 
years, many of the town’s most experi- 
enced teachers will be retiring. 

The problem, said Hall, is that there 
might not be enough people to fill the 
empty slots. 

“It’s becoming increasingly tough to 
recruit new teachers,” Hall said. “The 
younger generation is just not as inter- 
ested in education as a career. And we're 
really finding that we're having signifi- 
cant difficulties here in suburban school 
systems.” 

Reasons for a dwindling interest in 
education careers among new graduates 
vary. The “idealism” found in some 
young graduates, according to Hall, can

said. “I don’t think any of our 
young teachers actually live in 
town. They can’t afford to.” 

In the past, signing bonuses 
were issued in states through- 
out the country to recruit teach- 
ers to the most needy areas. 
Massachusetts considered 
raised the bar to attract top pro- 
fessional candidates by offer- 
ing a $20,000 signing bonus to 
address a shortage of quality 
teachers in 1998. The initiative 
was meant to be an attempt to 
attract talented individuals who 
would otherwise not consider a 
career in teaching. 

For town educators who are 
entering their second year 
without a teaching contract, 
School Committee chairman 
James said ongoing negotia- 
tions have no direct link to an 
upcoming teacher shortage. 

While the state has not yet 
announced any signing bonus 
incentives to attract new hires, 
Hall said human resources per- 
sonnel in Andover are brain- 
storming for creative ways to 
spark an interest in teaching 
Careers. 

Andover Public Schools 
will send out a call for educa- 
tors on March 3, along with 
several other school districts, at 
a Lowell job fair hosted by 
Merrimack Valley schools.

James had to repeat his state- 
ment more than once when Wet- 
tergreen interrupted his com- 
ments to disperse the teachers 
and tell James that the union was 
not there to negotiate. 

Wettergreen also said that 
“someone in the School Commit- 
tee is responsible for leaflets on 
the street which are despicable.” 

The flyer in question, titled 
“How the Teacher’s Union is 
Fleecing Andover,” is an anony- 
mous attack on union president 
Tom Meyers. 

The ad claims Meyers teaches 
less than 90 minutes per day 
before heading to Starbucks for 
coffee, “all while collecting more 
than $100,000 (annually) from 
Andover taxpayers.” 

The statements also raise 
issues about Meyers children. 

“Obviously that’s crossing the 
line,” Meyers told the Jownsman. 
“Whatever issues someone has 
with me is one thing, but using 
someone’s children as a political 
pawn is about as cowardly and 
inappropriate as you can get.” 

James told the union as they 
filed out the door that the com-

mittee disapproves of the conduct 
and behavior in relation to the 
flyer. 

At the end of Tuesday night’s 
meeting, committee member 
Christopher Smith suggested that 
Meyers’ work schedule be 
reviewed for the new year. 

Smith said the teachers’ union 
president has been working on a 
reduced teaching schedule for the 


past two years. According to 
Smith, Meyers was originally 
granted a reduction in schedule to 
allow for assistance in transition- 
ing teachers into the town’s 
newest schools — Wood Hill Mid- 
dle and High Plain Elementary. 
Meyers was granted another 
year of reduced scheduling in 
2003-04. The committee now 
must decide whether to extend 


the agreement for another year or 
have Meyers return to the class- 
room full-time. 

Smith said another teacher 
was brought in to make up for the 
hours Meyers was away from the 
classroom. The teachers’ union 
reimburses the district for the 
new hire at the lowest wage rate, 
said Smith, and does noi cover 
benefit expenses of approximate- 
ly $10,000. 

“The actual cost to taxpayers 
to allow the union president not 
to work exceeds $30,000 a year,” 
Smith said. 

As tensions continue to mount 
over contract negotiations, the 
teachers union has also filed a 
grievance accusing Superinten- 
dent Claudia Bach of “anti-union 
animus” after she requested in 
writing that Meyers sign in at the 
main office whenever he visits a 
school. 

Meyers said Bach only called 
principals to question whether 
Meyers signs into schools after 
sending him the letter. 

“It’s more stalling tactics,” 
Meyers said, adding that he 
always signs in. “It’s been dis- 
covered that other town employ- 
ees have not signed in to schools, 
including the superintendent.” 

The next round of negotiations 
begins Feb. 4.

“This committee has discovered 
some trust funds which were actively 
used at one time but are now inactive 
for reasons unknown. For example, 
the Richardson Fund, the Lincoln 
Spelling Prize, the Draper Fund and 
the Holt fund have all become inac-

tive during recent years. Upon exam- 
ination, this committee feels the stat- 
ed purposes are still timely and we 
see no reason why these funds should 
not be restored to current and regular 
use. This committee strongly recom- 
mends that the appropriate officials of 
the Andover School Department be 
notified of the existence and purpose 
of these funds and be urged to renew 
interest in these funds for the purpose 
of awarding prizes on a regular annu- 
al basis,” states the report. 

Reilly said he does not have files 
on these four trust funds since they 
are so old and have been out of use 
for years. But they are easy enough to 
reinstate and the money is available, 
he said 

The list of trust funds is not a 
secret. It is published every year in the 
budget report. Reilly said he cannot 
make people use the money, and sug- 
gests changes in school employees 
over the years could be the reason 
some people do not know about the 
funds, 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said it is possible none of the four 
school trusts were given significant 
attention because they only hold a few 
thousand dollars. He said publishing 
the trust fund list is intended to serve 
as a reminder that these resources are 
available. 

Committee suggestions still valid 

Several of the past committee’s 
recommendations could still be fol- 
lowed today. The 1978 report suggest- 
ed the town pay attention, perhaps by 
starting a new committee, to what is 
now the largest trust fund in the 
town’s possession. 

In 1969, Cornelius Wood died, 
leaving two donations to the town in 
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Thousands of dollars available annually 


his will. The first, $75,000, was to be 
spent on any public purpose. In return, 
the town was to erect a monument 
honoring his father William Wood - 
the creator of Shawsheen Village and 
founder of American Woolen Co. - 
for which an additional $35,000 was 
provided. In 1974, Town Meeting 
accepted the gifts. The money went 
into a trust fund where it has been 
accruing interest ever since. Now, 
those funds top $1 million. 

Reilly said there is a balancing act 
when maintaining trust funds. The 
more money in the account, the high- 
er the interest will be. If the town had 
touched the Wood funds sooner, the 
interest would not have accumulated 
to this total. 

Of course, the town cannot touch 
the Wood money until the monument 
is built. 

John Rattigan, Cornelius Wood 
Jr.’s lawyer, said the town has not 
approached his client with a proposal 
for the memorial. He said Wood was 
fine with allowing the donations to 
build in an account so that the gift 
would grow even larger. But he was 
not aware until recently that the trust 
had surpassed $1 million. 

The town plans to spend taxpayers’ 
money — not trust fund cash — to start 
design work on the monument follow- 
ing Town Meeting. 

Some recommendations of the 
1978 trust fund committee were fol- 
lowed upon receiving the report. The 
out-dated John Cornell Trust, estab- 
lished to supply wood and coal for 
heating the homes of people in need, 
was altered in the 1990s to provide 
heat for needy people regardless of 
whether they use wood and coal, said 
Reilly.

Town does not know origin 
of $93K in trust-fund cash

A faulty record-keeping system has left 
town officials unsure where $93,157 in trust- 
fund cash rightfully belongs. 

The problem was spotted in 1999 by audi- 
tors combing town finances. The town 
installed a new accounting system that year, 
prior to the audit, said Town Accountant Rod 
Smith. 

“Because of the new system, it popped out,” 
he said. 

Smith said the auditors told Andover to set 
up what is called the “undistributed trust fund” 
as a place to stash the money while Andover 
determined where the money rightfully 
belonged. But the town has not been able to 
determine exactly what trust funds the money 
came from. 

“We've gone back 10 years trying to figure 
it out,” said Smith. 

Smith said the issue has been difficult to 
resolve because the town accountant’s and 
treasurer’s old financial records on trust funds 
did not match. The difference between the 


tributed trust funds” in the town’s list of funds. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski, Finance 
Director Tony Torrisi and Treasurer/Tax Col- 
lector David Reilly all said they were unsure 
about the purpose of the “undistributed trust 
fund” when asked about it. 

“(This fund) will be closed out this fiscal 
year to free cash. It is something that has exist- 
ed for many years,” said Smith. “It’s just a 
matter of writing it out to surplus.” 

Smith said the confusion is a result of 
record-keeping problems during the past 30 
years or more. 

“With the current system we have, it could 
not happen again. It will not happen again,”

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With cremations on rise, parish cemetery builds new granite structure

People have been asking the directors of 
West Parish Cemetery the same question for 
the past two to three years. Does the ceme- 
tery accepts people’s ashes? Now, the 
answer is yes. 

Longtime cemetery board member Gwen 
Hedrick of Lowell Street said the ceme- 
tery’s new $74,000 columbarium officially 
opened Dec. 22. A columbarium is a vault 
with niches for urns. While nobody's ashes 
have been stored yet in one of the granite 
structure’s 96 niches, Hedrick expects the 
first remains to be placed by spring. Ash- 
storing requests have been steadily increas- 
ing during the past few years, she said, and 
the West Parish Cemetery trend reflects 
what is happening nationally. 

Citing statistics from the Cremation 
Association of North America, Hedrick said 
28 percent of people's remains are currently 
cremated nationwide. That number is 
expected to increase to 42 percent by the 
year 2025 because more baby boomers are 
opting for cremation. 

“More and more people want it,” 
Hedrick said of cremation and the necessary 
ash-storing space. “We are ready to use our 
columbarium and we believe we will get a 
good response.” 

The problem is not that there is no space

West Parish 
Cemetery has no 
plans to cremate 
people _ itself.

The cost is 
about $3,400 and 
includes an 
engraving on the 
niches. In-ground placement of an urn is 
also allowed in the cemetery’s columbari- 
um area, located in the south part of the 45- 
acre cemetery near the Cutler Road 
entrance, This new cremation section of the 
cemetery is called Wild Rose Meadow and 
includes a garden, a brick walkway in front 
of the columbarium and a seating area. 

The closest crematory is in Haverhill, 
where owner Helen Chase said business has 
grown just about every year since the com- 
pany opened in 1973. She could not offer 
specific figures, but agreed that cremation 
“is growing in popularity.” 

“Each year we have been growing a little 
bit more,” Chase said. 

Chase said the reasons for cremation 
vary from family to family, and it is difficult 
to pinpoint a leading reason why cremation 
requests have been growing. Some people 
choose cremation because family cemetery 
lots are filled.

i. 1978, AN ANDOVER COMMITTEE studied the 
town’s trust funds. It offered advice on how the 
town could better use these funds. Much of that 
advice still holds true, and many of the funds that 
languished in accounts then remain untouched today. 
Part of the problem is that the officials and residents 
who could use the money are not even aware a trust 


fund has been created for them. The principal of 


Shawsheen School, presumably like others before 
her, was not aware of two trusts that exist specifical- 


ly to benefit her students. 


Unfortunately, the 1978 trust-fund committee is 
not the only committee to see people fail to follow its 
reasonable advice. Andover does a good job of tap- 
ping its residents to study issues. Andover is the town 
of task forces. Residents have volunteered their time 
to study everything from open space, to sidewalk 
needs, to a vision for the 21st century. But Andover 
could be doing better at taking the resulting reports 
and advice, and putting them into action. 

As Andover selectmen consider what they want in 
a town manager, they also need to ask themselves, 
“To what end are we creating these reports?” 


Because the most thorough studies are of little use if 


they do not lead to action. And people who spend 
months and sometimes years gathering information 
eventually lose interest in giving their time, and in 
trying to improve the town, if the problems cited in 
their reports remain problems decades later.

Throwing out 
trash-cash ideas 


Editor, Townsman: 

The League of Women Voters 
of Andover/North Andover has a 
Sustainability/Natural Resources 
Committee that promotes water 


conservation, minimal use of 


pesticides, and waste reduction. 


We have followed the issue of 


the NESWC trash stabilization 
fund with great interest for the 
past two years. We applaud the 
town for bringing this discussion 
to the public and considering a 
wide range of options. 

There is one option, however, 
which causes us some concern — 
creating a solid waste and recy- 
cling trust to subsidize the waste- 
management costs. We do not 
oppose the concept of a trust. 
However, we are concerned that 
a subsidy of waste or recycling 
costs will make it harder to iden- 
tify the true costs of the services 
and harder to clearly identify the 
changes from year to year. We 
could support a trust fund that: 
1) provided clear incentives for 
recycling and waste reduction; 
2) does not subsidize or mask the 
true costs of solid waste or recy- 
cling; and 
3) does not create an artificial 
discrepancy in year-to-year com- 
parisons. 

We share the concern about 
the cost of trash (projected to 
increase about 3 percent per 
year) and our growing quantity 
of trash (increasing another 3 
percent per year). We believe, 
however, that we can and should 
make real reductions in our 
trash. If any of the NESWC 
funds are to be allocated for cap- 
ital projects, we ask that the pro- 
jects rank high in long-term 
environmental sustainability.

Others 
argue that mismanagement and 
poor planning have forced tough 
decisions upon the town’s lead- 
ers. Why should teachers, and 
other town employees, be the 
ones to make sacrifices?

Occasionally, a building being moved in 
Andover has become a community event.

Smith: Technologically savvy parents could check students’ work, receive newsletters online

HESE DAYS, BALANCING A 
CHECKBOOK, paying bills and 
keeping tabs on personal 
investments can all be 
achieved with a simple click of a 
mouse. Imagine if following up on 
children’s schoolwork were that easy? 

School Committee member 
Christopher Smith is hoping it will 
soon be that easy in the Andover 
school system. 

“Andover parents are, technologi- 
cally, quite savvy,” says Smith. “It only 
makes sense for them to be able to 
check their students’ academic perfor- 
mance online, or learn what their stu- 
dents’ homework is online.” 

Using the Internet as a tool for 
enabling parents to broaden communi- 
cations with schools, teachers and their 
students, is one piece of the School 
Committee’s Communications Plan 
that Smith says should be finalized in 
the next two to four weeks. 

Besides providing parents with the 
means to electronically gather grades 
and attendance reports, Smith is striv- 
ing to replace paper newsletters. 

An estimated $72,623 is poured 
into mailing school newsletters annu- 
ally, Smith says. 

“Sending that kind of information 
out electronically would result in a 
potential savings in excess of $70,000 
per year,” Smith says. “A good portion 
of that could be used toward funding a 
curriculum communications position 
that would drive the district’s use of 
technology.” 

Savings would include more than 
the price of mailing alone, according 
to Smith. It would also cut costs for 
manpower required to generate the 
paper trail, and allow school adminis- 
trators to focus time on more impor- 
tant matters. 

Putting technology at parents’ fin- 
gertips has improved productivity in 
another local school. 

Greater Lawrence Technical 
School, on River Road, made it possi- 
ble for parents to check a student's 


daily attendance and grades, and talk 
to teachers all via a computer network- 
ing system implemented in September 

School Superintendent Frank Vacir- 
ca Says communication at his school is 
made easy with what the school calls 
its “Parent Portal.” 

“We told parents at a freshman-par- 
ent night that they would have access 
to this new technology — and they 
stood up and gave a standing ovation,” 
says Vacirca. “It has been extremely 
well received.” 

After the last morning bus has 
dropped off students, Vacirca says par- 
ents can access attendance in about 20 
minutes. Special assignments, home- 
work and class activities can also be 
accessed through PCs. Vacirca says it 
has brought parents another step closer 
to becoming involved, especially with 
today’s busy lifestyles. 

Andover resident Jayne Dicesare 
said electronic communications at the 
Tech School helped make her son’s 
transition into high school smoother. 

“I think it’s great,” says Dicesare, 
who was able to make sure her son, 
Patrick, 14, arrived to school safely 
during his first few weeks by logging 
on to the Portal. 

“It’s convenient because I can 
check it before I leave for work in the 
morning. It’s really nice to be able to 
keep track of his grades so often. Then 
I can get a better sense of what he 
needs help with.” 

Greater Lawrence Tech’s network- 
ing system, developed by the school’s 
technology coordinator Tom McDer- 
mott, has also proven cost-effective. 

All personal information is safe- 
guarded by encoded passwords, Vacir- 
ca says, and students are involved in 
maintaining the award-winning Web 
site, allowing the school to save 
money. 

The software is also user-friendly, 
he says. 

“Once some people essentially got 
over the fear of using new programs, 
they've said how much simpler it has 
made their lives,” Vacirca says, adding

Robb said the task force 
arrived at the current dollar fig- 
ure after significant planning. 

Over the past year, the com- 
| mittee has looked at the need 
for off-site improvements 
including traffic flow, parking 
| and the safety of students at 

Doherty Middle School. Police 
| and school administrators have 
| been involved in logistics. 
| Robb said the task force still 

requires a few more meetings 
before these measures are 

“nailed down completely.” 

Another reason for request- 
ing more money is a drop in 
competition has caused con- 
tractors to raise their prices, 

Robb said. 

The state approved a public- 
construction reform act last 


year. The revamped measure 
requires the hiring of a project 
manager. Robb says architects 
working on the project have 
warned Andover already that 
fewer contractors are bidding 
on projects since the reform act 
was implemented. 

Money for furnishings and 
equipment totaling $250,000 is 
also included, although the task 
force is working to reduce that 
figure. 

“There’s no reason that we 
can’t reuse pots and pans that 
are in the kitchen,” said Robb, 
adding that there are many 
pieces of furniture that can be 
relocated to the new building. 
“Jt doesn’t mean we'll have to 
spend it all.

This is the time of year when 
New Englanders of an earlier era 
would spend at least some of 
their energies getting ready for 
the growing season. 

Local lore relates that many 
individuals and families 
were likely to have more 
than one vocation. Farm- 
ing in season might be 
balanced by shoemak- 
ing in the off-season. 
Many homes in 
Essex County had 
small shoe shops 
attached that have 
since been turned 
into garages or 
extra living 
spaces. 

One thing, 
however, that 
they always had 
to do was prepare 
their tools for the 
coming season. 
Once the plowing 
was underway — per- 
haps with a one-horse 
power source borrowed for 
the day ~ it was no time to stop 
and sharpen the harrow. 

In spite of our apparent dis- 
tance from such demands of 
nature, there is wisdom in view- 
ing the cold season as a time for 
more than just escape to warmer 
climes. 

Self-improvement guru 
Stephen Covey, author of The 7 
Habits of Highly Effective Peo- 
ple, borrowed the gritty term 
“sharpening the saw” to evoke 
the practical wisdom of using 
so-called down-time to prepare 
for the future. 

Mid-January is a good time 
to take the time-honored advice, 
whether literally or poetically. 
It's the time when seed catalogs 
flood the mailbox, accompanied 
by special offers for servicing 
the lawn mower. Even if you 
need to use the snowblower to 
get the lawnmower out of the 
barn. 

If you want to literally sharp- 
en those hedge clippers, howev- 
er, you might have to drive an 
extra mile. Or two. At least one 
such service nearby has closed 
in the past two years, victim, 
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Andover’s Taylor Rental Center, 4 ised tga 
says homeowners now buy which doesn’t use an air com- 
many tools they used to rent, Pressor. “The high volume low His- 


“Rather than spend $10 to rent 
the tool for a day,” he says, “they 
will buy it for $40 or $50. Of 
course, they aren’t getting the 
same quality. When they find 
that the tool they bought won't 
do the job, they hire someone 
else to do it for them.” 

The result has been a change 
in his rental business toward 
more professional-level tools. 
One thing he is sure of is that the 
right tools will do the job. 

Floor sanders and edgers, 
wallpaper steamers, carpet 
cleaners, and power snakes are 
all in demand. Ladders are 
another item people don’t want 
to invest in if they just need to 
change the vestibule lights once 
a year. 

According to Paiva, a popular 
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pressure (HVLP) sprayers,” he 
says, “are better for indoor use 
because there is little overspray.” 

One underestimated benefit 
to renting, is that people can’t 
borrow your tools, says Paiva. 
“If you don’t own it, you can’t 
lend it,” he says, “which can 
save a lot of friction between 
neighbors — or relatives.” 

Preparing for the warmer 
weather does mean getting those 
tools in order, but it also may 
involve a plan. Any kind of pro- 
ject that takes more than a week 
or involves specialized skills or 
permits ought also to be 
planned, and winter is the right 
time for that. 

In Andover the best place for 
some homeowner projects to 
begin just might be the Andover 


torical Society 
at 97 Main St., which 
maintains extensive information 
on virtually all homes in town, 
thanks in large part to a survey 
of all town buildings performed 
in the 1970s. 

In addition, the Historical 
Society has a reference library 
that includes the paint history of 
many residences in town. It also 
has detailed material about fur- 
niture popular during the various 
periods spanned by the homes in 
town. 

Homeowners might even 
search for photographs of their 
homes, many of which are 
found in the Historical Society's 
archives. A research fee is 
charged to non-members. Once 
their house has been researched,

The Town Offices at 36 Bart- 
let St. are another stop home- 
owners might want to make 
when preparing project plans. 

A checklist of building per- 
mit requirements is available 
from the Building Division, 
which details the kinds of per- 
mits and inspections a project 
might entail. This is a wise thing 
to do even when an architect or 
contrator will be actually obtain- 
ing the permits.

Andover *Mr. Fix-it’ offers advice, help from shop at Andover Senior Center

Two Mondays each month 
the Senior Center offers a Fix-It 
Shop for lamps, small items of 
furniture, and appliances. 

Staffed by volunteers, the 
repair shop charges a small fee 
of $2 for its expertise, which 
might include rewiring a lamp, 
unclogging a vacuum, or re-glu- 
ing the legs of that chair that’s 
been leaning against the wall for 
the past 18 months. 

Terry Crossfield, a retired 
sales professional, responded to 
the need for this sort of clinic as 
a way to give back to the town. 
He coordinates the four to five 
volunteers who usually lend 
their hands to the shop, and 
organizes the tools and small 
parts and supplies needed for 
the bimonthly open hours. 

Most of the work is complet- 
ed on-site, though some projects 
are taken back to Crossfield’s or 
another's home workshop. 

Many requests are for the 
repair or rewiring of lamps, and 
most of these can be done as one 
waits, on a first-come basis, says 
Crossfield. “I always make cer-

tain I have a dozen or more sets 
of switches and plugs available 
at each clinic.” 

Problems with vacuum 
cleaners, he says, are also fre- 
quently resolved on-site because 
the common problems are easily 
identified and easily fixed. Vac- 
uums are often just clogged or 
in need of basics such as belt 
replacement. 

Small appliances often need 
only minor attention, as well 
Irons and can openers are popu- 
lar fix-it items, and these are 
usually fixed on the spot. 

Furniture is fairly uncompli- 
cated to repair, but because glu- 
ing of joints is often necessary, 
chairs and tables most often go 
back to a home shop for atten- 
tion. Crossfield’s workspace has 
a series of clamps from small to 
large that hold the drying parts 
in place. The item will be ready 
by the time the next semi- 
monthly clinic is held at the 
senior center. 

Besides Crossfield, another 
four volunteers staff the shop, 
all of them retired engineers, 
including one woman. 

Although a little bit of know- 
how is part of this volunteer 
work, most of the repairs are 
simple and within reach of the 
average person. 

Still, not every item brought 
in can be repaired. Some appli- 
ances are beyond the scope of 


the fix-it volunteers because 
they incorporate electronic chips 
that regulate all types of “intelli- 
gent” functions. 

“More often,” says Cross- 
field, “we find that we can’t fix 
an item because it’s been manu- 
factured so it can’t be fixed.” 

Among the built-in obsoles- 
cence he’s seen are special 
screws that cannot be unscrewed 
and snap-together plastic parts 
that break when separated 
“Things like that just never fit 
back together again properly”, 
he says. 

It’s not easy to know in 
advance what kind of difficulties 
will be involved in repairing an 
appliance, but Crossfield has 
this advice for those who want

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their appliances to stay out of 
the landfill for a few more years: 
“Don't buy the plastic ones in 
the first place.” 

The Fix-It folks cannot make 
housecalls. If a piece is too large 
to bring to the senior center, the 
volunteers will just have to pass 
it by. “The town has to be con- 
cerned with the liabilities 
involved with entering people's 
homes, so we avoid those situa- 
tions,” says Crossfield.

When should you call an architect? 


Griswold, who is also a past board 
member of the Andover Historical 
Society, observes several factors in 
Andover that favor the use of an archi- 
tect. There is a large stock of pre-

“People are more connected and 
more likely to network about their 
homes,” she says, “And they are more 
likely to want to stay in Andover, (as 
opposed to building a new home else- 
where).”

Top 10 mistakes 
when spring 
+ cleaning 


(MS) — People could be toss- 
ing out a small fortune when 
cleaning their house. 

The value of ordinary-look- 
ing items has skyrocketed in 
recent years according to Tony 
Hyman, host of the What's It 
Worth? features on CBS-TV 
network news. Because most 
people don’t realize how valu- 
able certain items have become, 
the items get thrown away or 
sold at yard sales for pennies. 

The top 10 items that should 
Hyman says should never be 
sold at a yard sale include: 

1. Perfume bottles: The 
record price for a 20th century 
perfume bottle is $43,000; lots 
of them are worth $100. 

2. Fountain pens: A New 
England church rummage sale 
sold a $15,000 pen for $55; it 
happened soon after a $42,000 
pen turned up in a Midwest 
dresser. 

3. Costume jewelry: Costume 
isn’t junk. A $10 box of cos- 
tume jewelry bought at a Palm 
Springs yard sale brought the 
new owner $75,000. 

4. Marbles: Twentieth centu- 
ry machine-made glass swirls 
can be worth hundreds of dollars 
each; $2,500 for a coffee can 
full is not unusual. 

5. Baseball gloves: Gloves 
purchased for children’s play in 
the 1960s can be worth up to 
$2,500. 

6. Fishing Tackle: Rods, reels 
and lures have all topped the 
$1,000 mark; a $14,000 reel was 
sold by a Chicago area antique 
dealer for $1. 

Balloon-tire bicycles: 
Boys’ bikes (1934 to 1960) are 
worth $100 and up; the newer 
banana seat bikes bring $500 
and up; a 1936 Elgin Bluebird 
worth $3,500 was found in an 
Ohio trashcan. 

8. Toys of the 1960s: GI 
Joe©, Barbie© and space toys 
of all sorts bring $15 to $500; be 
especially careful of items still 
in the box. 

9. Advertising and packag- 
ing: Cigar boxes, coffee cans, 
cereal boxes, tobacco tins, signs 
— any colorful product more 
than 20 years old. 


A book can guide readers to the experts who can tell the difference 
between items, such as costume jewelry, that are worth a lot, and those that are near worth- 


less. 


10. Cast iron cookware: One 
of the biggest surprises is that 
400 different cast iron pots, 
pans, skillets and lids can bring 
from $40 to $1,000 if sold to the 
right buyer.

Hyman says a longer “Top 50 
Never Sell at a Yard Sale List” 
would include Hawaiian shirts, 
pocket knives, musical instru- 
ments, briar pipes, old toasters, 
typewriters, war souvenirs, tran- 
sistor radios, calculators, 78 and 
33 rpm records, auto owner’s 
manuals, cap guns, cartoon 
glasses, cookie jars, nodder 
dolls, Disneyland souvenirs, 
electric trains, rock and roll 
posters, lunch boxes, lace, yo- 
TV board games, china, 
pottery vases and cigarette 
lighters, among other items. 

Expert advice might be need- 
ed to find out if one of these 
valuables is in one’s possession, 
and to locate someone who 
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wants to buy the item at a fair 
price, says Hyman. 

For instance, there’s only one 
good buyer of cigar boxes in the 
country, and people who buy 
sewing machines, BB guns and 
cocktail shakers can be equally 
hard to find. 

The way to make the most 
money, according to Hyman’s 
viewers, is to contact buyers and 
appraisers by mail and e-mail.

For big spills, a wet/dry vac- 
uum is the prime weapon in a 
stain-removal arsenal. To 
attack stains without a wet/dry 
vacuum, follow these steps: 

1. Remove solid materials 
with a spoon or dull knife. 

2. Blot spills with clean, 
white, absorbent materials such 
as a cloth or paper towels. Press 
down hard to remove as much 
liquid as possible, but do not 
rub, which will cause lasting 
damage to the carpet. 

3. If a spot removal solvent 
is necessary, apply several 
drops to a clean, white cloth 
and blot the carpet in an incon- 
spicuous area to ensure it does 
not affect the color. Use the 
solution sparingly. Consult a 
professional carpet cleaner if a 
color change occurs. 

4. If one spot remover fails, 
try other until stain is removed. 

5. Always rinse the area 
with water to remove as much 
detergent as possible.
